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IN THE CLAIMS: 

1 . (original) A method in a data processing system including a server computer 
systetn, which includes a sewer clock, coupled to a client computer system, which 
includes a display and a client clock, for generating and displaying, in said client 
computer system, a local server clock which is synchronized with said ser^/er dock 
utilizing said client dock, said method comprising the steps of: 

requesting data from said seiner computer system to be displayed on said client 

computer system's display; 
receiving said data from said server computer system by said client computer 
system; 

said client computer system determining a cuiTcnt lime indicated by said server 
clock; 

said client computei' system generating a local server clock; 

thereafter, updating said local server clock utilizing said client clock; and 

displaying said data and said local server clock together on said display. 

2. (original) The method according to claim 1 , wherein the step of said updating 
said local server clock utilizing said client clock further comprises the step of 
incrementing said local server clock utilizing said client clock to count increments.
